Captain Lee Dry Is 
‘Assigned Army Duty 
jAt Louisville, Ky. 


Mr. and Mrs, Lee O. Dry, who 
have resided here for the past

New Radio System 
Now Being Built 
Around Lake 


The Arundal Corporation's 
dredge, “Superior” is now busy 
cleaning out sand shoals at the 
Moore Haven and Oronto ‘locks 
on the Calooshatchee canal. 
The dredge “Susie M” owned 
by the Atlantic Dredging Co., is 
doing government repair work 
along the dike from Bacom 
Point to Port Mayaca, and the 
north shore around Okeechobee 
City. The Army Engineers 
found that considerable erosion 
had taken place as a result of 
the fall storm and high lake 
waters. 

A stretch of dike west of Lib- 
erty Point toward Clewiston 
around three miles, is being re- 
built by S. F. McKenzie, the 
rock of which is being hauled 
by 15 trucks from the pits at 
South Bay. 

A. R. Broadfoot, of Clewiston, 
has announced that the Army 
Engineers are now installing a 
new and more powerful radio 
broadcasting station, of 40 watt 
capacity, to replace the present 
15 watt station. This is to give 
better service from Clewistdn 
to the centers at Miami and 
Jacksonville and the hurricane 
te controls Moore Haven, 
Clewiston, Belle Glade, Lake 
Harbor, Ca: Point and Okee- 
chobee. The station at Okeecho- 
bee will be 75 watt, and a new 
station at Oronto locks, will be 
50 watt, and likewise the one as 
at St. Lucie will be 75 watt. 

The station at Clewiston will 
be 250 watt capacity, with pow- 
er to reach miles of service ter- 
ritory. It will have two fre- 
quencies of 2326 kilocycle for 
lake contact work, and one for 
5400 kilocycles for reaching 
Army bases. 

Mr. Broadfoot states “The 
new net"workgepresents the cul- 
mination of several rs of ef- 
fort on his part to obtain better 
radio communications and he 
feels that tite new setup -will 
afford the area a great deal 
more irfformation on storms 
than has hereto been possible",

Repairs And 


New Building During Year 


Water, Lights, Telephone 
Streets, Business And 
Homes Are Benefitted 
Despite a generally unsuccess- 

ful season following the disas- 

trous fall floods, Belle Glade, 
and its surrounding community 

s gained in patrons to all pub- 
lic services—power, water and ~ 
telephone—since June of ‘47, 
with the telephone connections 
increasing by over 400 phones 
or about 70%, and close to 100 
unfilled applications on file. 

There were approximately 
180 new water meters added to 
the Belle Glade system during 
the year, while 79 new custo- 
mers were added to the electri- 
cal lines. . 

The streets of Belle Glade 
were treated to repairs, rebuild- 
ing, and resurfacing, . while 
some had rock bases installed 
preparatory to gravelling and 
oiling. Altogether approxi- 
mately five and a third miles 
of city streets have been sub- 
jected to rocking and surfacing, 
Of these the major operation 
was on Avenue E from it begin- 
ning at the Hillsboro Canal to 
the western city limits. Also 
West Palm Beach road from the 
bridge to Chosen—south of the 
canal—was Yerocked and sur- 
faced. 

Of the total building permits, 
37 were for residential and in- 
cludes more than 50 family 
units; 124 permits were for re- 
pairs to residential units. Twen- ` 
ty new commercial buildings 
were included in the list, while 
there were+36 applications to 
repair commercial buildings. 

Two outstanding commercial 
improvements are the new tele- 
phone plant and the attendant 
placing of cables underground. 
It is reported that to date about 
40% Of the wires serving Belle 
Glade’s more than 1000 phones 
are underground, with the whole 
job spread out in the future 
months, * 

The cables from Pahokee to 
Belle Glade, as well as the cable 
from the Glades to the east 
coast are being put under- 
ground. When the new plant is 
completed dial system will be 
in vogue in the Glades, 

Another major, and the most 
recent, building operation is the 
new home for the Glades Chev- 
rolet Company, local dealers, 

This concrete and steel build- 
ing will have 11,000 square feet 
or space and a height of 20 feet. 
With a modernistic sales room, 
offices and the latest in parts 

i the service department 
will accomodate 20 vehicles at 
one time. In addition there will 
be a spacious and fully equipp- 
ed paint and body department, 

A department especially for 
heavy trucks to care for the 
trailer jobs so common in the 
Glades now. Entrances from 
both Main street and Avenue B, 
are provided “with a 20 feet 
passageway from front to rear 
to facilitate movement; of veh- 
icles.

The general contractor on the 
building is Don Hillier & Sons 
with the City Plumbing doing 
the plumbing. Shirley Broth- 
ers of Pahokee are furnishing 
the concrete and steel products.

. When the Prsident’s Conference on Fire Preven- 

tion was held in Washington last May, one of the 

most important recommendations was that each state 

_ call a conference of its own in order to deal most ef- 
+ fectively with regional problems and hazards.

Fire preven- 
tion is essentially a local job, and nothing can be done 
at the national level except to offer recommendations 
The state, the city, the town, the yillage--these are the 
levels at which fire can be successful ly accomplished, 
the danger of fire, and the simple, basic means of pre- 
venting fire, must be bri t sraight home to every 
citizen. No outside agency can make a man’s home 
or place of business safe. He must do ot for himself, 
using as an aid the exhaustive knowledge which has 
been gained of the main causes of fire and how they 
may be eliminated. ; 

State fire prevention conferences are the neces- 
sary starting points for campaigns that will do some- 
thing beside talk. It’s time to get going. 


THOSE 400,000 MILES OF TRACK 

The development of new forms of transportation 
must not be allowed to obscure the unchanged impor- 
tance of the railroads as our principal means of mov- 
ing goods and people. As P. Harvey Middleton of the 
Railway Business Association has pointed out, the 
ever-growing need for expanded railroad service 
makes it vital to the national interest that the indus 
try be allowed to earn an income adequate to make 
maximum betterment possible. 


During the war, lines transported 97 per cent of | 


all organized troop movements and 90 per cent of all 
Army and Navy freight. Our 400,000 miles of tracks 
are the backbone of our transportation machine in 
peace or war. Today the lines move 68 per cent of all 
inter-city commercial freight, over 70 per cent of all 
inter-city passenger traffice, over 90 per cent of the 
mail, and néarly all of the commercial express, The 
other means of transportation, valuable as they are, 
simple auxiliary systems. 
In Mr. Middleton’s words, “The railways should 
be accorded the right to earn a fair return upon their 
net invested capital, as a condition precendent to sol- 
vency--to. attracting new capital when required--tc 
-promoting continuous modernization and to main- 
taining safety and efficiency of operation.” Experts 
believe that fair return should not be less than 6 per 
cent--a figure which the highest courts have held rea- 
sonable for public utilities. The nation cannot afford 
the depfessive effect that starving, il!- supported rail- 
roads would have on our economic system, and our 
ability to maintain the national defense.
